44,00 More Acres 
Cotton in State 


Mississippi will receive approximately 
44,000 more acres for cotton than were 
planted in 1950 if proposals made at 
a conference of cotton leaders and the 
sub-committee of the Senate Agricul- 
tural committee in Washington last 
week are accepted, President Boswell 


Stevens of the Mississippi Farm Bu-|. 


reau Federation said. 


Stevens pointed out that the pro- 
pósals stipulated that the cotton acre- 
age figure be increased from 17,900,000 
to 21 million acres, and that 1% 
per cent or 315,000 acres in addition 
should be equally divided between four 
western states and the states of the 
Old South with 157,500 acres going to 
each group. It was proposed that this 
be a reserve based on a 5-year ave- 
rage. ; 

These proposals were tentatively 
agreed upon by the group subject to 
approval by the various interested ag- 
ricultural agencies. 

Stevens pointed out that if the pro- 
posals are adopted Mississippi will re- 
ceive approximately 2,198,000" acres. for’ 
1954. The present acreage figure 
would allow the, state only 1,780,000 
acres for cotton! st 

Another amendment suggested that 
any county having a cropland factor 
of less than 33!4 per cent shall use 
history in allocating additional ’ acres. 
The factor is tq be used by counties 
having above 40° per cent cropland.
